a person who has a wife living at the time of such marriage shall be 
eligible for appointment to any of the services, appointments to which 
are made on the result of this competitive examination unless the 
Government of India , after being satisfied that there are special 
grounds for doing so , exempt any female candidate from the operation 
of this rule ." 


3 . In rule 8 of the said rules, the words " or from the unllberated areas of 
Jammu and Kashmir " wherever they occur shall be omitted . 


4 . Rule 9 of the said rules shall be omitted ; and subsequent rules shall be re 
numbered . 


5 . In clause ( f ) of rule 10 , for the words " Institution of Telecommunication 
Engineering ( India ) " the words " Institution of Telecommunication Engineers " shall 
be substituted. 


6 . In rule 15 of the sald rules: 
( 1) in sub -rule ( a ) , after the words " found by the Commission " , the words 

" in their discretion " shall be inserted ; and
